Priority 

It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. 09/305,296, filed May 5, 1999. A reference to the prior application must be 
inserted as the first sentence of the specification of this application or in an application data sheet 
(37 CFR 1.76), if applicant intends to rely on the filing date of the prior application under 35

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Claim Rejections - 35 JJSC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claims 5 and 7, the conversion percentage renders the claims indefinite because the 
units of the percentage are not defined. It is unclear if the percentage refers to a wt/wt%, a 
vol/vol%, etc. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 4 and 12 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art does not disclose or suggest a hydrocracking process employing the specific 
catalyst defined in applicants' claim 1 . The catalyst was previously allowed in patent 
no.6,420,296.
